THE WAR IN SICILY. 
Tunm, Jonze lst.—News from Naples has been re- 
ceived here to the effect that the armistice had been 
indefinitely prolonged. General Litezia had arrived 
at Naples the bearer ofa new capitulation, and he is 
said to have pointed out to the King that the soldiers 
would refuse to fight, and that desertions had com- 
menced to be numerous. The enthusiasm in favour of 
Garibaldi was spreading in the army, and in Sicily the 
clergy were publicly preaching a crusade against the 
Neapolitan Government. 
Garibaldi, in letters from Salerni and Calatafani, 
praises the zeal of the Sicilian insurgents ; and, speak- 
ing of Neapolitan troops, says they were more de- 
termined in their resistance than the Austrians last 
year in Lombardy. Garibaldi asks for arms and am- 
munition. : 
A despatch from Cagliari, dated the 2nd instant, 
announces the safe arrival of volunteers, arms, and 
ammunition. 
Messina, on the 29th May was quite deserted, the 
people having taken refuge ín the shipping. 
Garibaldi’s diary to 26th May, describes the 
success, of his feint before Palermo, and concludes 
by stating that the wounded are doing well. 
Narres 2nd. Letters received here from the French 
squadron off Palermo state. The armistice was to last 
till Tuesday. The fury of the inhabitants of Palermo 
during the late fighting is indescribable. They even 
threw valuable furniture at the troops. It is 
asserted the King has demanded French media- 
tion on the basis of a separate Government for Sicily. 
Naries, 3ap.—General Letizia left this morning 
for Palermo, to renew the armistice. Vessels laden 
with projectiles continue, however, to be despatched 
from Naples. The General has particularly demanded 
the support of France, and has ordered the Council of 
State to prepare a Constitution in conformity with 
French institutions. It is stated that Garibaldi shows 
great kindness to the Neapolitan officers whom he has 
taken prisoners, among whom he hopes some defection 
The following telegrams have been received at Mr.

Pant, Toxspar.—The Patrie of to-day says the 
reported recommencement of hostilities at Palermo is 
empowered, and that it learns from reliable sources, 
that the struggle had not been renewed up to the pre- 
sent. The capitalation had not been yet signed, but 
the Armistices was prolonged till the 12th inst. The 
Pasrie further states that it was hoped by the mediation 
of the commanders of foreign vessels to arrive at an 
honourable arrangement between the two parties, who 
had displayed equal bravery. 
Genoa, June 5.—Garibaldi was forced to grant an 
armistice on account of a want of ammunition.
